Some of us spend our time hunting around 
for old cartwheels and footprints in sand, 
whilst others are engrossed in making a

The first important point is to prepare 
the colour washes in saucers well away from 
the place of working for it is very easy to get 
unwanted splashes and spots on the prints. 
For a start, mix up some light yellow, foliage 
green and light blue, not forgetting that the 


amount of dilution will govern the depth of 


the colour 

It is an important rule never to overdo the 
colouring and not to attempt fully to tint 
all textures of the print. Glossy bromide does 
not take kindly to intricate tinting. It is far 
better to use a finely grained paper. 


What we are setting out to do just now is 


considerably to improve the appearance of 


our casual snapshots without the necessary 
skill of the expert colourist, and thus we will 
be gaining experience for advanced tinting 
on more serious photographs. 

I suggest keeping the print borders white. 
If such is done, and tints applied with res- 
traint, it will not be immediately apparent 


- 
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that the print has been tinted, but the desired 
effect is there nevertheless

thoroughly washed, they 
tinting. On the table photograph 
blotting paper, three saucers of colour, a 


are ready for

dish of water and a folded pad of newspaper 
Let us take for the first atternmpt that snapshot 
of the couple sitting on the back lawn. This 
was taken on a bright sunny day and in- 
cludes about one-fourth of sky. The print is 
placed face up on the pad of newspaper, and 
the surplus water blotted off. Charge the 
brush with yellow tint and work the colour 
carefully inside the border down from the 
horizon, along the bottom, and up again to 
the horizon; then completely fill in the fore- 
ground. The faces of our subjects extend into 
the sky space, so we carefully wash them with 
yellow too. Apparent patchiness in the colour 
will even out when the print is rinsed or 
blotted. 


The next move is obvious, light blue for 
the sky, carefully applied to avoid over- 
lapping the border. Other colours will follow 
at your discretion. 


As we finish the tinting, our prints can 


be given a very brief rinse and set aside 


to dry, after blotting off the surplus water

Tinting photographs is an art that comes 
with practice, and only patient application 
will enable the enthusiast to approach com-

The secret of success in using water-colour 
dye tints is to have them in very weak solu- 
tion, building up the colours required by 
repeated washes of the tint rather than 
attempting to obtain the desired depth by 
the application of colour of full strength. So
